EARLY SEASON 
RECORDS SMASHED 


New York Theaters House Unusual Number of Plays Show- 
ing Superior Qualities From a Box-office Stand- 
point—Eighteen Sure-fire Hits 


New York, Oct. 31.—With the season two 
months old, New York breaks any record it 
ever made, with 18 sure-fire and cndoubtedly 
lasting hits. This, in spite of unfavorable con 
ditions too well understood to need commenting 
upon. Here are the shows the public is paying 
“real money" to see, and paying it in abund 
antly profitable quantities: 

Dancing Around, Winter Garden; Leo weit 
richstein, in The .Phantom Rival, Belasco; 
Montgomery and Stone, in Chin Chin, Globe; On 
Trial, Candler; The Lilac Domino, Forty-fourth 
Street, Under Cover, Cort; The Miracle Man, 
Astor; It Pays To Advertise, Cohan’s; k&x- 
perience, Booth; Julia Sanderson, Donald Brian 
and Joe Cawthorne, in The Girl From Utah, 
Knickerbocker; Daddy Long Legs, Gaiety; The 
Law of the Land, Forty-eighth Street; A Pair 
of Silk Stockings, Little; Lew Fields, in The 
Figh Cost of Loving, Republic; John Mason, in 
Big Jim Garrity, New York; Innocent, Kitinge; 
Twin Beds, Fulton, and Kick In, Longacre. 


Of course there are other plays that are being 


“stimulated’’ or are growing in natura; tavor 
the longer they remain. Wm. A. Brady, for 
instance, is making a promising effort to ‘“‘put 
across’ his tremenduously big melodrama, Life, 


at the Manhattan; Wm. Faversham is staying 
long at the Shubert, with The Hawk and the 
revival of Diplomacy, with Wm. Gillette, Marie 
Furo and Blanche Bates, doing the average 
Empire business. But the “‘big eighteen’ wen- 
tioned above are the real things of the season, 
thus far. 

Starting Monday next, ‘November 2, there will 
be others to bid for a ‘‘toe-hold’’ on popularity. 
There wil] be four openings Monday evening, 
viz.: Marie Tempest, in Mary Goes First, Com- 
edy; Papa's Darling, New Amsterdam; The 
Only Girl, Thirty-ninth Street, and Elsie Fer- 
fusen, in The Outcast,’ Lyceum. Until Friday 
evening The Salamander will continue at the 
Harris, to be then replaced by Mme, Nazimova, 
in That Sort. 


NO BOYCOTT PROBABLE. 
New York, Nov. .2.--There has been aothing 
@one to date by the musical unions in their 
contemplated struggles with theater managers 
and hotel and restaurant proprietors. Repre- 
sentatives of the union have conferred with the 
Society of Authors, Composers and Publishers, 
and it is believed that some of the publishers 
have given orchestras permission to use copy- 
right material, But the report that the mu- 
“icianms are contemplating a united toycott 
against society publishers seems to have no 
foundation in fact. 


REMICK RECONSIDERS. 


New York, Nov. 2.--The Music Publishers’ 
Board of Trade and the Society of American 
Authors and Composers bave just passed safely 
through a crisis, with success or failure hang- 
ing in the balance. Last Friday Jerome H. 
Remick forwarded, from Detroit, his resigna- 
tion as a member of the Authors’, Composers’ 
end =Publishers' Society, the organization 
fermeq for the purpose of collecting «rom 
botels and restaurants royalties under their 
copyright for orchestra use or singing by pro- 
fessionals the publications of members of the 
society. Immediately telegrams were forwarded 
from other publishers, asking him to suck to 


the ship. It is understood that a committee 
basteney to Detroit to urge Remick to re 
consider, Monday morning the report was cir- 
culated that Remick had also resigned from 


the Publishers’ Board of Trade, but is known 
that there wos a meeting today at Remick's 
New York house, attendeq by members of both 
the Roard of Trade and Authors’ Soclety, and, 
whatever may have transpired, it was sated 
to The Billboard by Mr, Remick'’s representative 
lase Monday evening, that Remick would not 
alone remoin a member of the Roard of Trade, 
bat that he had reconsidered and would indeed 
stick to the ship. 

Dnring the past four days the destinies of 
both organizations hung in the balance be- 
eanse a single break in the ranks might have 
meant ultimate disaster. The struggle be- 


tween the Board of Trade and professionals, 
who desire pay for singing songs, and the 
Authors’ Society, which is making the res- 
taurants and hotels pay royalties,- is going 
on fiercely apace, and the importance of Jerome 
H. Remick, as an allieq publisher, cannot be 
underestimated as a factor in suppornug his 
associates in their determination. 


BARE LEGS BANNED IN BOSTON. 


Boston, Mass., Oct. 30.—The joint action of 
the Ward and Watch Committee, the Chief of 
Police and the Mayor, which came into being 
in order to censor The Passing Show of 1914, 
now at the Shubert, has precipitated an vrdaer 
from the main desk in the City Hal) to the 
effect that all legs in shows in the jurisdiction 
of this town’s mayor must be covered with 
tights hereafter, wherever they were expused 
with full bareness, This regulation will apply 
to sesthetic and Greek artistic dancing without 
exception. The measure is being referred to 
locally as Modesty, Decency and Dignity. 


“MADE IN AMERICA" DEVELOPMENTS. 


Chicago, Nov. 1.—The first concrete expres- 
sion of this genera] movement will be the 
“Made in America’’ Exposition at the First 
Regiment Armory adjoining the coliseum, In 
this city, from December 6 to 13, inclusive. 

Plans have been under way for a month past 
thongh specific publicity has been withheld for 
tactical reasons, These plans met with xeueral 
approval from the trade associations and manu- 
facturers in general from their inception. So 
far as is possible these latter will show the 
methods of manufacture on the floor of the hall, 
and contrast their methods with the metnods 
that obtain in the various applieq arts and 
aclences abroad. 

The largest packing firms, the makers of 
silks and other fabrics, dyers and finishers of 
women's wear, condiment, preserve, cheese and 
butter makers, and, in fact, every line of 
American industry that has to enter into any 
form of competition with tmported articles, will 
be Included in the exhibits, 


It is to be a nationa] and a patriotic move- 
ment in a very real sense, and, although the 
exhibitions are as yet locally officered and pro- 
moted, the promoters in Chicago, New York 
and other cities are in close touch with each 
«ther, ang are working in harmony for the 
same general end. It is understood, also, that 
the Panama-Pacific organization is in entire 
sympathy with the movement and that many 
of the exhibits may ultimately find their way 
to San Francisco, 

This will be after they have performed their 
work of patriotic uplift and education through- 
ent the country during this coming winter. 

The officers of the Chicago Association are 
2s follows: Paul R. Jarbue, president; E. C. 
Leffingwell, secretary; George Kavanangh, sup- 
erintendent in charge of exhibits, and Geurge 
S. Wool, general manager. 


VIC HUGO’S SHOW COMING OVER. 


Chicago, Oct. 28.—Vie Hugo, the theatrical 
and circus man of Cedar Rapids, Ia., is in the 
city completing arrangements for the bringing 
to this ccuntry from Australia his LeRoy, 
Talma and Bosco Company, numbering 50 peo- 
ple. ‘The show is now in the Antipodes, but 
rather than take any risks in sending the show 
to South Africa Hugo will bring the show in- 
tact to this country, and play it in the :arger 
legitimate houses. 

The company will arrive in San Francisco 
December 3, and will open at the Cort ‘rhneater 
December 6 for a two weeks’ engagement, after 
which it will play the Cort Time in the North- 
west. The LeRoy, Talma and Bosco Show car- 
ries a hundred head of live stock, 125 tons of 
baggage and two African lions. It has oeen 
in the Orient several years and is probably one 
of the largest magic and jllu8ion shows on the 
road. 


TEXAS STATE FAIR. 


Dallas, Tex., Nov. 1.—The annual State Fafr 
of Texas, which began October 17, closed here 
today with a total of approximately 800,000 
paid admissions. The World at Home Shows 
held the midway crowds, while Lincoln Beachey 
predominated in the air. Beachey’s original 
contract called for two days’ flying, but his 
spectacular flichts proved such a good drawing 
ecard that he was re-engaged for two more days 
during the fair. 

Sunday, the 24th, proved the biggest day, with 
about 112,000 people on the grounds. 

The fair management arranged to have 1,250 
regular U. S. Troops from Texas City here for 
an eight-day tournament. 

The fair management states that this year's 
fair has been a larger success than expected, 
owing to the condition of Texas and the entire 
South. They also announce that they have ee- 
cured several] acres of land close to the present 
fair park, which will be added next year to 
make a bigger and better fair. 


BEN-HUR AT THE EXPO. 

New York, Nov. 1.—Contracts have been 
signed for the appearance of Ben-Hur, Klaw & 
Erlanger’s spectacular drama, at the Columbia 
Theater, Frisco, for sixteen weeks, during the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition.

Chicago, Oct. 31.—It is reported that the man- 
agement of One Girl in a Million, the produe- 
tion now playing an engagement at the La Salle 
Opera Honse, is negotiating with Cecil Lean to 
sueceed Felix Adler. It is very donbtful if 
Lean will accept the offer, as it is feared that 
the Dacking would not be strong enough to dis- 
play the star’s talent. Efforts have been made 
at various times to bolster up various parts of 
the production, bot the awakening came too 
late.

New York, Oct. 29.—The Lilac Domino is a 


trophy of the European war. It is, probably, 
the last production that will come out of the 
Continent for many days. And, at that, it's not 
all bere. Whole scenes were left behind in 
Rotterdam, and much of the costuming could 
not be gottern out of the war belt. But with 
American furnishing and the addition of some 
American costuming The Lilac Domino stands 
as one of the sweetest, nicest and most refresh- 
ing musical novelties New Yorkers have en- 
jeyed in years and years. 


Herr Director Dippel, erstwile impresario 
ef grand opera at the Manhattan, comes back 
to New Yorkers equipped with an introduction 
that will make everybody rejoice that American 
musical circles have regained him after a 
threatened final loss. He brings Charles Cuv- 
iilier’s German-born musical piece to a wait- 
ing welcome, and unless every indication of 
popularity ie at fault the Forty-fourth Street is 
Gnally provided with an attraction that will long 
endure in bounteous prosperity. 

The Lilac Domino has been rebooked in Eng- 
fish by Harry B. Smith and Robert Smith, new 
twists being given to the original English adap- 
tation by Von Gatti and Pela Jenbach. So dainty 
is the structure that comedy, to be interjected, 
must be of the lightest veneer, and the Smiths 
have popped many a laugh into the situations 
without destroying the beautiful fabric of gen- 
tility and daintiness that permeates the clever 
and captivating structure. 

In propelling the Smith comedy Jack Hazzard 
and Robert O'Connor accomplish hilarious won- 
ders without unseemly effort. There is no end 
of opportunity to ‘“‘horseplay’’ the situations, 
Dut these men guide their services very deftly 
in winning hearty laughter and appreciative 
applause. The comedy is first referred to and 
disposed of that praise may 


be centered upon 
the evident and effectively accomplished pur- 
pose of the producer—musical perfection. The 
structure is musically artistic and the voices 
of principals and chorus seem to have been 
chosen with surpassing care. 

The youthful prima donna, introduced now 
for the first time to New Yorkers, and, prac- 
tically, to the American stage, would alone 
make the producer’s effort worth while and 


crown the outcome with glorious accomplishment. 
Mise Painter—from Colorado Springs, we are 
told—shows a soprano volce that is rarely 
matched in Hight opera. It is sweetly sym- 
pathetic at times; brilliant when necessary. 
She does not use cadenzas or inflict upon her 
auditors’ “‘skyscraper contortions,"’ but with 
the power of quality she sings herself into en- 
during favor. Seemingly without effort she puts 
the irresistible finish of full, round-top tones into 
‘the grand ensembles and in every note she sings 
delights the musical ear—and charms every- 
body who has soul for music, youth and blos- 


soming sincerity. And, withal, she is a clever 
actress aml pretty as a mountain wild-flower, 

Wilfred Drouthitt ts pleasing in manner, but 
doubly attractive in vwice—a truly splendid 
baritone. He shows excellent training and dic- 
tion that is unusual among musical artists of 


hunters. They seem to be musically inclined 
and sincere in their occupation, and in tone, 
volume and beneficent vocal attributes they 
served as a mighty factor in making an enter- 
tainment of class and beauty that will long be 
remembered, 

Joseph W. Stern & Company publish the 
music and there are two or .uree numbers that 
will be bot favorites with dance orchestras 
instanter.—WALTHILL.

Once More Becoming European Representative 
of the Orpheum and United Circuits 


New York, Oct. 31.—Mutual friends have qone 
more than lawyers could to settle the differences 
which bave long existed between H. B. Mari- 
nelli, the international agent, and E. FP. Albee, 
Martin Beck and the United Booking Office in- 
terests. For nearly two years Marinelh has 
been ‘fighting’ the U. B. O.—in the courts. 
During that time the United people have re- 
fused to handle attractions coming over rrom 
furope through Marinelll channels, 

Of late friends of the interested heads in the 
dispute have been acting as missioners of peace, 
and early this week Marinelli called upeu Mr. 
Albee, and in friendly converse adjusted all 
matters in dispute Thursday the following 
statement was officially issued on behaif of 
Mr. Albee, Mr. Beck and the United interests 
by Walter J. Kingsley, publicity promoter for 
the U. B. O.: 

“The disagreement between H. B. Marinelli, 
who conducts international theatrical offices all 
over the world, and has been the personal rep- 
resentative for yveara of the biggest European 
vaudeville and theatrica] talent in general, and 
the United Booking Offices and the Orpheum 
Cirenit, has been settled, and Mr. Marinell! is 
once more. as he was for practically 20 years, 
the European representative of the United 
oking Offices and the Orpheum Circuit. The 
misunderstanding was a source of regret to both 
Mr. Albee, representing the United Booking Of- 


fices, and to Mr. Beck, representing the Or- 
pheum Circuit, as their association with Mr. 
Marinelli in the booking of European attrac- 


tions had extendey over so long a period, and 
this long association, when suddenly broken off 
by misunderstandings, which are usually the 
cause of al} disturbances, ypset what had al- 
ways been a very pleasant relationship, sooth 
Personal and itn a business way.

Aaron J. Jones States That Or- 
ders Barring Agents Will Be 
Lived Up To by Loew’s 

. Western Agency 


Chicago, Oct. 31.—‘*WE 
ACTS WITH AN AGENT, WE PREFRR TO 
DEAL DIRECT.”” In a conspicuous spot in the 
Offices of the Marcus Loew Western Booking 
Agency appears this sign. It is an order that 
bas been sent forth by Aaron J. Jones, and it 
fis going to be lived up to by everyone under 
the banner of Marcus Loew's Western Booking 
Agency. This is the first real move, with ac- 
tion, that has pulled the support from under 
the independent agents and has started a land- 
slide. Over fifteen agents were caught in the 
rush when the orders were issued last week. 
The majority of these have nothing to say on 
the matter. They seem to evince a spirit that 
as long as they continue in silence the matter 


WILL NOT BOOK 


may be put aside and they will be allowed 
to continue their business as independent 
agents. But! Aaron Jones stated emphatically 


to The Billboard reporter that he is through 
with ten per cent agents for all time. That 
acts using them will not be booked, unless 
they apply in person to the booking managers 
of the Marcus Loew Western Booking Agency. 

Frank Q. Doyle, booking manager of the Mar- 
cus Loew Western Booking Agency and part 
owner of the Jones, Linick & Schaefer Booking 
office, admitted that just a spare few of the 
barred agents possessed a bit of hustling abil- 
ity. ‘‘These agents do go out and dig up new 
material And their acts are really worth book- 
ing, but the major portion of ten percenters 
seemed satisfied tu go out into the ante-room 
and select their attractions from there and 
bring them in to be booked. It was every nine 
cases out of ten that these fellows could not 
deliver what they had on their books. I talk 
from experience. I have held a book on these 
men for some time and I have incidentally 
chalked against them every fall down they have 
made this booking office contend with. The de- 
cision rendered by Mr. Jones was a splendid 
one. It has always been my one desire to book 
direct. When I was operating alone a few 
years ago my business was done with acts di- 
rect and not through an agent. I used these 
men occasionally, but those rhat did do business 
with me were reliable. Acts have been coming 
up to see us and it is a positive assurance 
that the orders issued by Mr. Jones will be 
looked at in the right light by artists.’’ 

The Western Vaudeville Managers’ Associa- 
tion decision has not as yet gone into effect. 
It was reported that they would bar every week 
@ ten per cent agent until men doing busi- 
mess on the tenth, eleventh and twelfth floors 
have been simmered down to a bare half dozen. 
Not since a woman agent was barred from the 
United Booking Office and Western Vaudeville 
Managers’ Association, for breaking her agree- 
ment and booking in outside offices, have the 
executive heads of the association attempted to 
put their chopping block in order. The 
bookers of the W. V. M. A. and affiliated cir- 
cuits are for direct booking and with this point 
in plain view it is a positive assurance that 
the chopping block will soon be well oiled and 
put into working condition. 

The ‘‘no agent’ spirit is being evinced by J. 
Cc. Matthews, booking manager of the Pantages 
Cirevit. Letters have been sent to Mr. Mat- 
thews by artists inquiring whetber or not future 
business must be done individually or through 
an agent. Mr. Matthews’ reply to the various 
inquiries was as follows: ‘‘I] have not gone very 
deeply into the matter at the present writing. 
I maintain the impression that there are too 
many agents operating in Chicago. We have 
always endeavored to keep this an open office 
and acts are at liberty to come up and walk 
right in. They will be seen immediately. If 
you have visited this office before you will 
know that it is not even necessary to send in a 
ecard. There are a few good hustling agents 
and these men should be encouraged. The 
others should be eliminated as soon as possible."’ 


OFFERS 2% PER CENT ‘“KICK-BACK.”’ 


Chicago, Oct. 30.—Had the barred 10 per 
cent agents used a little diplomacy their 
grievance against the Marcus Loew Western 


Booking Agency might bave been heard by

COLUMBIA CHANGES IN CINCINNATI. 


On or before December 1 Columbia Main 
“heel Shows, now playing the Gayety Thea- 
ter, Cincinnati, will be housed at the Olympic, 
the former house of the Progressive Circuit, 
while feature pictures will be the policy at 
the Gayety.

L. Rhinock, I. Lipson and Ben Heid- 
ingsfeld are reported interested in the new 
company. 


SHUTT SUES PITTSBURG VICTORIA. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 30.—An action for $9,487 
has been filed in the Allegheny County Common 
Pleas Court bere against the Pittsburg Victoria 
Theater Company, which is playing the Uolum- 
bia Annex shows, by Henry Shutt, owner and 
manager of the Folly Burlesquers. The case is 
one in which a claim for-damages and losses.and 
Breach of contract is alleged. It is pointed out 
that the Folly Burlesquers were to show at 
the Victoria the week of September 28. In 
hig statement Mr. Shutt asserts that when he 
wae at Cincinnati he was notified that be 
would not be permitted to put bis show on at 
the Victoria, and because of the short notice he 
bad no chance to book another engagement for 
the week of September 28. He transported 
his company, he says, to Detroit, where, he 
alleges, it became disrupted and disorganized, 
and for that reason he lost and had canceled 
engagements for 24 other weeks. 

G. W. Gallagher, manager of the Victoria, 
declared to The Billboara representative that 
the company’s date was canceled on account of 
a disagreement between Sbutt and himself. We 
said that the Victoria was playing added ettrac- 
tions, and that Shutt was notified by wire at 
Cincinnati of the matter, but that he refused to 
aliow 50-50 on the cost of such an attraction. 
Then- Gallagher notified Shutt that his date was 
canceled, and which, he claims, he had & per- 
fect right to do. 

A few days after the original cancellation 
Shutt entered an action in the courts here, seek- 
ing to restrain, by injunction, the 4 ds of 
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Manager Gallagher, but Judge Adams threw the 
case out of court, asserting that Mr. Gallagher 
was acting within his rights in the premises. 
After this happened nothing more was beard 
of the incident until the action for damages was 
entered a few days ago.

The Wife of Sir Isaac Harman is a Jive 
story, live in its reflection of present issues, 
in its significant discussion of these issues, 
in its plot, in its men and women, From 
every viewpoint it is interpretative of thig age. 

‘The spec.tic story which Air. Wells has eleeted 
to tell centers around the relationship of hus- 
band and wife aud the mutual obligation en- 
tailed. This matter of obligation serves to 
raise the problem of the extent to which the 
wife must live by her husband's code of things, 
At the outset Lady Harman ig quite wilking te 
abide by this code, but it later becomes un- 
bearable and she seeks te emancipate herself. 
The history of the steps which she takes to 
secure this emancipation is the stuff out of 
which the theme is woven. Mr. Wells has 
hever written with greater command of his 
art and it is certain that The Wife of Sir 
Isaac Harman will be one of the most dis- 
cussed volumes of the year. 

This tale will be dramatized surely. 

SHAW—Not many years ago George Bernard 
Shaw's only chanee of having his dramas beard 
was before the gpecial audience of the London 
State Society. They began to gain faver witb 
the general public in the United States before 
they did in England. Mansfield with Arms and 
the Man and The Devil's Disciple, and Arnold 
Daly with Oandida, You Cam Never Tell and 
Mrs. Warren's Profession, were pioneers, Shaw's 
plays still do better here, but it is no longer 
to the few. Man and Superman was the first 
big popular success. Fanny's First Play was 
almost the feature of its season. Last year 
The Philanderer had a better reception thap 
it could have hoped for a few years ago. Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell, after a London succesg with 
Pygmalion, opened in New York this month ip 
an enormous theater to a packed house and de- 
lighted enthusiasm. She cabled to Shaw: ‘‘You 
are a made man,”’ a humorous but just report.

Exhibitors’ Convention 


First Semi-Annual Meeting of 
the Motion Picture Exhib- 
itors’ Association Held 
at Minneapolis 


Minneapolis, Oct. 31.—The convention of Min- 
hesota Exhibitors was called to order by the 
President, David G. Rodgers, in the assembly 
room of the West Hotel, Minneapolis, Minn., 
Tuesday, October 27, at 10:30 a.m, Just prior to 
the meeting an event occurred which threatened 
to disrupt the entire plans of the Association, 
in that the manager of one motion picture serv- 
ice had secured space for his exhibit in the 
hotel lobby, which was contrary to the agree- 
ment of the Association with the hete] man- 
ager, us it had been understood that no allot- 
ments were to be made except upon the sanc- 
tion of the secretary of the Association. A 
heated discussion took place, many delegates 
withdrawing to the Unique Theater, where they 
held a small indignation meeting, but mnally 
al) returned to the assembly room and laid the 
matter before the assembled convention, where 


it was amicably adjusted to the entire satis- 


faction of all parties. 


A general discussion next followed concern- 
ing the advisability of offering a maximum of 
five reels of pictures at a 10-cent admission 
price, but this reached no definite conclusion, 
as it was thought best to allow each individua) 
manager to arrive at his own decision as to 
what program wag best adapted to his patron- 
age and interests. 

At the Wednesday session a discussion was 
held regarling the prevailing system by which 
the motion picture exhibitors are forced to 
pay freight charges both wars on shipments 
of reels from the exchanges to exhibitors and 
back instead of the old system in vogue up to 
about two months ago, when the charges were 
divided between the exchanges and exhibitors. 
This works especial hardships on houses lo- 
cated at distance from the exchanges, and re- 
adjustment will be sought. 

In the afternoon an executive weeting for 
exhibitors only was held. The matter of dis- 
crepancies in the price of service was taken up. 
Tt was stated that some exhibitors are rorced 


size of the town to which the reels were sent, 
so that such exhibitors as received less revenue 
on films than others would not be placed at a 
disadvantage by paying the higher rates. 

Plans for the future organization of a ‘*Mid- 
dle West Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League"’ 
were discussed,

was based on liquor, cigarettes and barroom 
scenes. 


It was voted to establish a standing ‘‘griev- 
ance’’ committee of Twin City members, who 
would take up all complaints for the uaosent 
members and handle ‘‘kicks’’ by correspondence 
for them, to aid and assist the exhibitors who 
are removed from direct vicinity of the ex- 
changes. 

Discussion arese concerning 
motion picture theaters to be allowed w a 
town. It was suggested that the Association 
limit the number of theaters to each town, ac- 
cording to the size of the town, and its bus- 
iness, and handle the matter on a franchise 
basis,

A Boarg ef Trade will be appointed to over- 
see and O. K. all pictures being carried through 
the country by promoters, to see that such pic 
tures were worthy of being exhibited by mem- 
bers of the Assooiation and issue credentials 
to the owners of same, that the various theaters 
might not lose business through the engagement 
ef unworthy subjects and poor reels of such de- 
scription. 

It was agreed to refuse to pay higher prices 
to the special departments of film exchanges 
for feature films. 

At the Thursday session resolutions were 
adopted asking the State authorities to in 
vestigate an alleged film exchange combine, by 
which an exhibitor, who discontinues a film 
service for any reason, is forced to pay at 
least $10 more a week to obtain similar serv- 
ice from another exchange. It is said that 
this system is the result of a secret agree 
ment between the film exchanges and a viola- 
tion of State and Federal trust laws. 

In the evening the convention closed witb 48 
banquet and ball at the West Hotel. 

From a genera] standpoint the conventiop 
was highly successful and accomplished much 
in the limited time allotted for same. The 
hotel assembly room was well adapted for the 
meetings and the various daily newspapers and 
theatrical papers were each assigned a desk bear- 
ing their name.

When some of the members of 
Cleveland Local No. 1 began to see that the 
men bebind the paper meunt business, as usual, 
they opposed it. The following brief history 
of Cleveland Local No. 1 will show that this 
local has been opposed to about everything that 
the rest of the State of Ohio has been in favor 
of. : e : 
The men that started Cleveland keal were 
© M. Christenson and F. M. Kenney, assisted 
by George M. Westley, President Neff's repre- 
sentative. 

The first act of Cleveland Local No. 1 was to 
atert a fight with Keith's Hippodrome and the 
local failed to make good and lost the fight. 

Second: The local attended the Dayton Con- 
vention and offered a resolution to amend the 
constitution so they would have to pay only 
ten cents a month instead of twenty-five cents 
in support of the State league. They offered 
another resolution asking the State to pay part 
or all-of the indebtedness they bad incurred 
in fighting Keith's Hippodrome. Both resolu- 
tions were defeated by a big majority. 

The Cleveland local instigated the local cen- 
sor board and a young man by the name of 
Hunter did the censoring of the pictures. Sam 
Bullock was the representative of the Cleveland 
local om the board, It was paid for by the 
three (3) exchanges -in Cleveland. The heart 
was a failure and was wiped ont of existence 
when the State Censor Board went into effect. 

The next move Cleveland local made, at the 
Columbue Convention, was to vote and instruct 
the State President to secure a censor law, and 
there was only one vote against these instruc: 
tions, that of C, M. Christenson, of Cleveland, 
©. Sam Morris, F, M.° Kenney, Mrs. Louisa 
Smith, W. J. Slimm and about twenty-five (25) 
other exhibitors in Cleveland were applicants 
for a position on the censor hoard. None of 
them were appointed; another failure After 
the censor board was working, Local No. 1, In 
conjunction with a New York newspaper, tried 
to secure a referendum vote. Another failure. 

At the bolt at New York City the only man 
that attended the Bolters’ Convention was a 
member of Cleveland local, who worked through 
the resolution to endorse the national censor 
board. All of the members of Cleveland local 
bolted and withdrew from Local No, 1 with 
the exception of twelve (12). They had quite 
& sum of money in the treasury and it was 
ehecked out to their stenographer and the 
manipulations were auch that if the State had 
made an effort to have an accounting {it wenld 
have been impossible. They made a failure of 
thelr Association Local and all came back into 
the old Local No, 1, but they want to come back 
without paying any dues, which the State has 


refused, and there are only fourteen (14) mem- 
bers in good standing in Cleveland local at 
thig date and they are the old reliable league 
members that mever bolted. Cleveland local 
has never paid any attention to the constitution 
and by-laws, bas tried to lower the State dues 
and has tried to get the State to pay its debts. 
It is the only local in the State of Ohio that 
has tried any of these tactics. They claim now 
a large membership, but the books of the presi- 
dent, secretary and treasurer show only fourteen 
(14) members in good standing and ten (10) 
of these members are in favor of disbanding 
the local entirely and joining the State direct, 
as they are disgusted with the tactis used by 
the local.

North Agricultural Society, Lowell, Mass., sub- 
mits the following concerning the Lowel) Fair: 
“Our fair ig on a limited seale. Agriculture 
ig not the leading industry in this region. 
Furthermore, towns of considerable size are 80 
easy of access that such amusements as faire 
present are not attractive. We find it ad- 
visable to hold our fairs in connection with 
the local granges, shifting the place of holding 
it from one grange locality to another from 
year to year. As the State pays the premiums 
which we award, to a limited amount, we are 
enabled to make a showing, which, though smal! 
in extent, is useful and educational, with ne 
counteracting influences in the shape of side- 
shows and horse-racing. The chief benefit de- 
rived is the stimulus brought to bear on the 
boys and girls, who furnish quite a proportion 
of the exhibits and are allowed a fairly lib- 
eral sum in premiums. Having no enclosure, 
we cannot collect the admission fees necessary 
to the furnishing of amusements. 


The Western Slope Fair, at Montrose, Coi., 
held from September 22 to 25, was a successful 
one. The attendance on Thursday was very 
large. An exhibit from the various mines of 
Ouray County, as well as from the farms, was 
one of the attractions. The entries in all de- 
partments were never so complete as this year, 
and the premiums and expenses of the fair have 


been paid and a neat little sum as a net sur- 
plus has been placed in the bank. Ye Olde 
English Pleasure Fair €o. was located upon the 
streets during fair week. The Wild West fea- 
tures at the fair were excellent. Theie were 
twenty broncho busters, who competed daily for 
prizes offered, and thirty wild horses from the 
range that had never before been ridden. These 
were brought upon the track in bunches of ten 
to fiteen each day, and the first rider who was suc- 
cessful in getting his horse saddied and mounted 
and had ridden one-half mile was the winuer. 
W. O. Redding is president of the fair associa- 
tion. 


The Eigoth Annua) Free Fall Fair and Manu- 
facturers’ Exhibit at Auburn, Ind., closed OUc- 
tober 2 with the best crowd, the best exnibits, 
the best attractions and the best all-round show 
in the eight years of the Auburn Fair. There 
were big crowds off the streets all three days 
(September 29 and October 1 and 2), and on 
Thursday, the biggest day, the attendance was 
from 20.000 to 25,000. The exhibits were placeg 
around the courthouse. The Five  Beilfords, 
acrobats, and Curly LeGre, aeriaj ring artust, 
gave performances daily. The finances of th» 
association are in fine shape, the receipts being 
almost $500 above expenses, end this in view 
of the fact that about $600 was paid out to 
farmers for premiums, anj with such attrac- 
tions as The Belfords, Curly LeGre and fire- 
works on all three evenings. John C. Lochner 
is secretary and J. W. Sheffer president of this 
exbibition, 


Ideal weather conditions prevatied at the Cen- 
tial lowa Fair, Ames, 1a., from September 29 
to October 1. This was the second year for 
this fair, and the management was _ highly 
pleased with the attendance, which was ap- 
proximately 10,000 for the three days, Septem- 
ber 30 being the big day, with over 5,000 peo- 
ple present. The leading features were the 
biarge exhibit of ‘horses, cattle, hogs, sheep and 
agricultural products, more than $1,300 being 
‘paid in preminms outside of speed events. 
Special free attractions were the Blanche Mc- 
Kinney-Hunter Combination and Roman races 
and high-school horses, LaJoe Bicycle Riders, 
and a wrestling match which was a money- 
maker for the fair on the closing night. For 
pnext season the management is planning on the 
erection of a number of new permanent bulld- 
ings. E. H. Graves is secretary. 

The Trinidad-Las Animas County Fair Associ- 
ation, Trinidad, Col., called the 1914 fair off 
early in the season, owing to the unsatisfactory 
labor conditions in Southern Colorado, knowing 
that it would be impossible to finance it under 
existing conditions, The soldiers have been 
occupying the fair grounds since May. The as- 
sociation has not given up by any means, but 
bag taken an option on the grounds for the sum 
of $15,000, which option expires December 31, 
thie year. Secretary Charles Bailey has no 
doubt bot what the grounds will be purchased 
by that time. Mr. Bailey is of the belief that 
the organization will hold a fair next year, in 
which they will try to surpass anything that 
has previously teen held, and especially so if 
they purchase the grounds.

Every 
department is evenly balanced and there are 
always enough novel events on the track of a 
Western character, with local flavor, to keep 
the crowd keyed up to a high pitch of enthusi- 
asm. This year the farmers’ dead axe wagon 
races, the women’s relay races, the men’s relay 
races and the cowboy and cowgirl races were 
exceedingly exciting. The 1915 fair will he 
held for four days during the first week in Sep- 
tember.
